Speaking of the religious training 
of the deaf-mutes, Dr. Peet said to 
the Clirki'dii llcrtthl. 

" Our moral and religious teaching 
is absolutely unseetarian. These 

young people oome to us totally ignor- 
ant of the English language and with 
no conception whatever of a Divine 

I icing or their relations to Him. Were 
it, not for the instruction they receive 
here, they would be worse olf than the 
heathen. By attending daily wor- 
ship in the Ohapel and by special in- 
struction in the. class rooms, their 
minds are opened and they begin to 
realize that they have a Fat h 
heaven and a Saviour who came to 
earth to save souls and to set an ex 
ample of what- man, in his human 
nature, ought to be.

Tho Concord Convention of the 

New England Qallaudel Association

instead they should seek companion- 
ship with the hearing, read news- 
papers and good author I deal 
more. He evinced appreciation of 

the remarkable progress made by the 

deaf during the past decade, how- 
ever, he made a favorable impres- 
sion by his frank expression of his 
opinions, with which we are in ac- 
cord to some extent. Apropos of 
this: After graduating from the Na- 
tional Deaf-mute College with high 
honors, he established a paper in his 
native town, At hoi, Mass., meeting 
with some prejudice from the public 
on account of his deafness.
